In response to the Office action dated December, 5, 2005, please amend the claims in the 
subject application in accordance with the accompanying claim amendment sheet. 

REMARKS 

The Office Action of December 5, 2005 is acknowledged. In this office action original 
claims 1-9 were rejected over Pall, Vogt, Hershelman and Braun. Claims 1-9 have been 
cancelled since their subject matter is essentially included in U.S. Patent 6,921,448. The 
arguments advanced, as to the distinguishing characteristics of the cited Pall, Vogt, Hershelman, 
and Braun references which were cited during the prosecution of the aforementioned patent were 
extensively argued during the prosecution of that patent and need not be repeated. 
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
